It is proposed to hold an Inquiry against Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector formerly 
Estate Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati under suspension , in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in Rule 20 of the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services ( Classification , Control and 
Appeal ) Rules , 1991 . 


2. The substance of the imputation of misconduct or misbehavior in respect of which the inquiry 
is proposed to be held is set out in the enclosed statement of articles of charge and the imputation of 
misconduct or misbehavior in support of each article of charge is enclosed ( Annexure - l ) . A list of 
documents by which and a list of witnesses by whom the articles of charge are proposed to be 
sustained are also enclosed ( Annexure - II and III ) . 


Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector formerly Estate Officer , Tirumala Tirupatil 
Devasthanams , Tirupati under suspension is directed to submit a written statement of defence , if any 
within ( 10 ) ten days of the receipt of this order .

Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector formerly Estate Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , Tirupati under suspension is informed that if he does not submit his written 
statement of defence on or before the date specified in the para - 3 above , further action will be 
processed based on the material available . 


5. Attention of Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector formerly Estate Officer , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati ( u / s ) , is invited to Rule 24 of the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services 
( Conduct ) Rules , 1964 under which no Government servant shall bring or attempt to bring any 
political or outside influence to bear upon any superior authority to further his interests in respect of 
matters pertaining to his service under Government . If any representation is received on his behalf 
from another person in respect of any matter dealt with in these proceedings , it will be presumed that 
he is aware of such a representation and that it has been made at his instance and action will be 
taken against him for violation of Rule 24 of the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services ( Conduct ) Rules , 
1964 .

STATEMENT OF ARTICLES OF CHARGE FRAMED AGAINST SRI V. DEVENDRA ' REDDY , 
DY.COLLECTOR OF REVENUE DEPARTMENT , GOVT.OF ANDHRA PRADESH 


ARTICLE - I : 


Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector of Revenue Department , Government of Andhra 
Pradesh who worked on deputation Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams as Estate Officer , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati is instrumental in the leakage of confidential information available . 
under his exclusive custody , pertaining to the properties of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams on 27th 
May 2020 to the media . He failed to maintain the confidentiality in dealing with confidential and 
classified information as the sole custodian of documents and thereby damaged the reputation of 
Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams . 


Thus , Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector acted in a highly irresponsible , very casual 
and improper way towards his duties as Estate Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati 
and thereby violated Rule 3 ( 1 ) , ( 2 ) , ( 3 ) and 15 of Andhra Pradesh Civil Services ( Conduct ) Rules , 
1964 . 


Basis of the Charge : - Report Roc.No.325NSO ( VVV ) / TTD / TML / 2020 dt.03.09.2020 of Sri T. 
Prabhakar , Vigilance & Security Officer ( Vigilance Wing ) , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala 
and its enclosures communicated by the Chief Vigilance & Security Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , Tirupati in Lr.Roc.No.325NSO ( VW ) / TTD / TML / 2020 dt.07.09.2020 . 


STATEMENT OF IMPUTATIONS OF MISCONDUCT OR MISBEHAVIOR IN SUPPORT OF 
ARTICLE OF CHARGE FRAMED AGAINST SRI V. DEVENDRA REDDY , DY.COLLECTOR 


The Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams Board in its Board Meeting dated 29-02-2020 resolved 
to carry forward the earlier decisions of the Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams Board of 2015 and 
2016 to dispose of certain unviable and non - maintainable assets . As a follow - up , certain 
communications were sent to the Branch Manager , M / s . Metal Scrap Trade Corporation Limited , 
Visakhapatnam in March , 2020 ; property disposal teams were constituted in April , 2020 and certain 
District Collectors were addressed in May 2020 to take necessary action to dispose of the earlier 
identified unviable properties . 


While the matter stood thus , a couple of days before the scheduled Board Meeting of the 
Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams on 28th May , 2020 , the above mentioned communication letters got 
leaked to the media and a series of adverse news items started appearing in certain newspapers 
aimed at denting the image of the Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams and dragging the State 
Government into an unnecessary controversy by criticizing Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams decision 
of auctioning the unviable properties . 


The Government took cognizance of the issue and issued orders in G.O.Rt.No.888 , General 
Administration ( Cabinet ) Department dt.25-05-2020 keeping in abeyance the disposal of the said 
properties . The Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams Board in its meeting dated 28-05-2020 also 
clamped a blanket ban on disposal of all its properties in future and resolved to publish a white paper 
on all the properties and assets owned by Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams and the details of the 
properties disposed by it from 1974 onwards . 


Prior to the said meeting , the then Executive Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams has 
instructed , Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector and former Estate Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , Tirupati on 27-05-2020 to prepare the details of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams 
properties , so as to discuss the same in the board meeting that was to be held on 28.05.2020 and 
also to enable the Board to have a proper media briefing . In turn , he gave instructions to Sri P. 
Harinath , Surveyor to prepare the Abstract of List of Properties of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams . 
Sri P. Harinath , Surveyor in coordination with Smt G. Ramadevi , Deputy Tahsildar , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams prepared the Abstract of Properties list ( File Name : Abstract 27-05-2020.X1s ) and 
sent the same to personal mail ( devendravaranasigmail.com ) of the said Sri V. Devendra Reddy and 
also to the Executive Officer mail ( eottdtpt@gmail.com ) around 4.45 PM on 27-05-2020 through 
Assistant Executive Officer Properties cell official mail ( propertiescell.ttdtgmail.com ) . 


Sri V.Devendra Reddy met the then Executive Officer and discussed the List of properties of 
Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams . Under the instructions and suggestions of the then Executive 
Officer , TTD necessary modifications were made to the Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams Properties 
List and the modified copy of abstract was sent from Executive Officer mail ( eottdtptgmail.com ) to 
Assistant Executive Officer Properties cell official mail ( propertiescell.ttdgmail.com ) at 06:05 PM on 
27-05-2020 . 
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The said Sri V.Devendra Reddy has made the necessary corrections to the mail received 
from Executive Officers office with the help of his subordinates Sri P. Harinath , Surveyor , Sri 
Subbarayudu ( Sr.Asst ) and Sri R. Anil Kumar , Jr.Assistant in the presence of Sri G. Venkataramana , 
Tahsildar and completed the updations of file around 10:50 PM and left the office with a hard copy of 
updated List of Properties of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams . Thus it is evident that the final 
Abstract of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams properties document which was prepared by the said 
Sri V.Devendra Reddy on 27.05.2020 at 10.50 PM was not shared with anyone and available in the 
system of Sri V. Devendra Reddy only and also he took printed copy on the same day . News items . 
started appearing in some electronic media channels like NTV and 10TV on 31st May and 1st June , 
2020 onwards giving details of properties owned by Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams throughout the 
country . On confidential enquiry , it was observed that the leaked out details exactly matched with the 
final abstract made by Sri V. Devendra Reddy , the then Estate Officer in the late hours of 27th May , 
2020. When , the electronic media channels were contracted by Senior Officers of Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams to ascertain the source and authenticity of the data telecast by them , they confirmed 
that it is authentic as they obtained the same from the Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams source only 
which is none other than Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector who worked as Estate Officer , 
Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati . The Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams Vigilance team 
conducted vigilance enquiry into the subject matter and obtained Call Data Records ( CDR ) of Sri V. 
Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector and Sri P.Harinath , Surveyor . The CDR of Sri V. Devendra 
Reddy ( 9866195455 ) and Surveyor ( 7702500064 ) are analysed and found that the then Estate 
Officer had a conversation with Sri Mohan , N - TV reporter on 23-05-2020 at 16:21 hours ( 341 
seconds ) . Later on 24-05-2020 , the news related to the auction of Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams 
Properties was telecasted in NTV and other Media channels . Further on 29-05-2020 at 10:44 hours 
( 19 seconds ) , the said Sri V. Devendra Reddy has again made a conversation with NTV reporter . On 
30-05-2020 the NW and other channels has telecasted the news about Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams Properties list . 


From the circumstances mentioned above , it is very much evident , that the source of 
information for the said TV channels emanated from Sri V. Devender Reddy only . He badly failed to 
maintain the confidentiality of the subject matters of the Board , bringing bad reputation and 
embarrassment to the Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams . By divulging official information , he acted in 
a highly irresponsible , unethical , casual and improper way which is unbecoming of an employee of 
Government . He did not behave in a manner befitting his cadre of Deputy Collector and his action 
amounts to misusing his official position . 

Thus he violated Rules 3 ( 1 ) , ( 2 ) , ( 3 ) and 15 of APCS ( Conduct ) Rules , 1964. Hence , the 


charge . 

ARTICLE -II : 


That the said Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector while working as Estate Officer , 
Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala unauthorizedly and without competence allowed the 
running of Janatha canteen at the basement of CRO , Tirumala for the period from 18-08-2014 to 20 
10-2014 , even after cancellation of its license by the Executive Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams for violation of certain conditions of the license by the licensee of the said canteen viz 
one Sri B.Narayana and also subsequent to taking into possession of the said canteen by the 
Revenue Inspector , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala on the AN of 14-08-2014 . 


Thus , he acted in a highly irresponsible , negligent , casual and improper way and also 
exhibited open defiance of the orders of his higher authorities , which is unbecoming of a 
Government employee . Thereby he violated Rules 3 ( 1 ) and 3 ( 2 ) Andhra Pradesh Civil Services 
( Conduct ) Rules , 1964 . 

Basis of the Charge : 

Report dt.02.07.2019 of Sri P.S.V.Ramakishore , Asst . Vigilance & Security Officer , Vigilance 
Wing , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala and its enclosures forwarded by Sri T. Prabhakar , 
Vigilance & Security Officer ( Vig.Wing ) , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala in 
Roc.No.345N & SO ( VW ) M - D / Tm1 / 2019 , dt : 04.07.2019 to the CV & SO , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , which was communicated by , theChief Vigilance & Security Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , Tirupati in Lr . Roc . No.S2 / 70021 ( 31 ) / 270 / CV & SOM - D / 2018 , dt : 18.07.2019 . 
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STATEMENT OF IMPUTATIONS OF MISCONDUCT OR MISBEHAVIOR IN SUPPORT OF 
ARTICLE OF CHARGE FRAMED AGAINST SRI V. DEVENDRA REDDY , DY.COLLECTOR 


The Executive Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati vide order in Proceedings 
' Roc . Rev. 1 / 114 / AEO ( P & R ) / Tm1 / 2012 dt.03.09 : 2012 issued a license to one Sri B.Narayana to run a 
canteen by name ' Janata canteen ' in the basement of Central Reception Office ( CRO ) building at 
Tirumala for a period of three years . While he was running the canteen , violation of condition 
Numbers 22 , 24 and 28 ( b ) of the license was noticed and therefore the said license was cancelled 
vide proceedings of the Executive Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati No.Rev1 / 
114 / AEO ( Rev ) / Tml / 2012 dt.12.08.2014 . Immediately thereafter , the Revenue Inspector , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala took over the possession of the premises wherein the ' Janata 
canteen ' was located , on the AN of 14-08-2014 as per his report dated 14-08-2014 . The then Joint 
Exe . Officer , Tirumala on 18-10-2014 rejected the representation dated 16-08-2014 of the canteen 
licensee with an endorsement that it is unfair to have allowed the business for two months and 
further endorsed to report compliance ( vacation of the canteen ) by 20-10-2014 . Then only the 
canteen was got vacated . 


In spite of such speaking orders issued by the Executive Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams dated 12-08-14 , cancelling the license of the canteen and physical taking over of the 
possession of the canteen premises by the Revenue Inspector , the said Sri V. Devendra Reddy , 
Deputy Collector unofficially allowed Sri B. Narayana to continue the operations of the canteen for a 
further period from 18-08-2014 to 20-10-2014 . 


A representation dated . 16-08-2014 submitted by Sri B Narayana for re - permitting him to run 
the canteen was not processed immediately by the estate section , Tirumala ( headed by Sri V. 
Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector ) and it was processed only on 10-09-2014 i.e. after 24 days and 
circulated to higher authorities . The then prevailing status i.e. Sri B Narayana again starting and 
running the canteen operations was also not referred by the said Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy 
Collector in the note . It is clear that he deliberately supressed these facts in the note . 


Thus Sri V. Devendra Reddy allowed the unauthorized canteen operations for as much time 
as possible . Sri V. Devendra Reddy who worked as Estate Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , 
Tirumala during the period from A.N of 31.01.2013 to A.N of 16.02.2015 was the Head of the 
Department of Revenue & Panchayat , Tirumala and functioning from the same CRO building . In 
spite of the canteen again starting its functions in the basement of CRO building right under his 
nose , Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector kept silent all along . This clearly shows that he 
unofficially , unauthorisedly and clandestinely orally permitted Sri B. Narayana to restart the canteen , 
openly defying the orders of Executive Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams . 


Immediately after the representation of Sri B Narayana dated 16-08-2014 for restarting the 
canteen was rejected by the then Joint Executive Officer , Tirumala , Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy 
Collector submitted another note dated 20-10-2014in file No.Rev1 / 114 / AEO ( Rev ) / Tm1 / 2012 ] 
without the involvement of the case worker and superintendent concerned for ratification of the 
action of running of the canteen by Sri B Narayana from 18-08-2014 to 20-10-14 . 

In the said note the said Sri V Devendra Reddy clearly stated as follows at N.F.Para ( 85 ) and 


( 86 ) . 


" ( 85 ) Hence , the action of the Estate Officer , TTD in permitting the licensee CRO Basement 
Canteen , Tirumala to do business from 18-08-2014 to 20-10-2014 to avoid revenue loss to 
TTD for intermediate period may be ratified . 

( 86 ) This is submitted for kind perusal & for orders on Para No. ( 85 ) " 

If that was to be the real intention , he should have initiated the file immediately after 
cancellation of the license and sought orders and only after getting the approval from the competent 
higher authorities , he should have allowed the Canteen licensee to enter the premises and start 
canteen operations . 


However , the then Executive Officer Vide Para no . 87 dated 24.10.2014 in the said file did 
not agree to the said proposal for ratification it was only later the next succeeding Executive Officer 
ratified it on 21-06-2016 . 
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The above mentioned sequence of actions on the part of Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy 
Collector shows his indiscipline , disobedience to the orders of higher authorities , lack of a sense of 
propriety , indifference to duty and unbecoming conduct as an employee of Government and thus 
amounts to violation of the provisions of Rule 3 ( 1 ) , ( 2 ) and ( 5 ) of Andhra Pradesh Civil Services 
( Conduct ) Rules 1964. Hence , the charge . 

ARTICLE - III : 

Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector , when he was working as Estate Officer , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala issued orders on 28.11.2014 to the Health Officer , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala in file bearing No.HE5 / 135 / 1-10 / TTD / Tm1 / 2014 to change the 
Dangerous & Offensive Trade license to Sri P. Venkatarathnam who is a bunk license holder in front 
of II NC , Tirumala to carry out business [ Tea & Tiffin ] , instead of sale of fancy items & cool drinks , 
even though he has no power to recommend to the Health Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , 
Tirumala to issue orders for change of trade , without the consent of Joint Executive Officer , 
Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala . 


Thus , he acted in a highly irresponsible and improper way and also abused his official 
position which is unbecoming of a Govt . employee . Thereby he violated Rule 3 ( 1 ) , ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) ) 
Andhra Pradesh Civil Services ( Conduct ) Rules , 1964 . 

Basis of the Charge : 


Report dt.02.07.2019 of Sri P.S.V.Ramakishore , Asst . Vigilance & Security Officer , Vigilance 
Wing , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala and its enclosures forwarded by Sri T.Prabhakar , 
Vigilance & Security Officer ( Vig.Wing ) , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala in 
Roc.Ncx345 / V & SO ( VW ) / TTD / Tm1 / 2019 , dt : 04.07.2019 to the CV & SO , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , which was communicated by the Chief Vigilance & Security Officer , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirupati in Lr.Roc.No.S2 / 70021 ( 31 ) / 270 / CV & SOTITD / 2018 , dt : 18.07.2019 . 
STATEMENT OF IMPUTATIONS OF MISCONDUCT OR MISBEHAVIOR IN SUPPORT OF 
ARTICLE OF CHARGE FRAMED AGAINST SRI V. DEVENDRA REDDY , DY.COLLECTOR 


The then Health Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala issued D & O trade 
license in respect of one Sri P. Venkatarathnam to sell cool drinks vide Proc . Roc.No. 
HE5 / 961HOTTTD / Tm1 / 2005 dt : 25-6-2005 . In the year 2012 , the licensee Sri P. Venkatarathnam 
made a representation requesting for permission to do the Fast Food business in the existing shop . 
As the very limited space available i.e. , 8 ' x6 ' was not feasible to run fast food business , the matter 
was referred to Health Officer , for taking necessary action on the request of licensee . 


Health Officials inspected the shop and submitted a report not recommending for conversion 
of business trade . The matter was referred to the Asst . Dist . Fire Officer , Tirumala Tirupati 
Devasthanams , Tirumala and he submitted a report dt.03-09-2012 to follow safety measures when 
using LPG cylinders . On 14-12-2012 , the Health Officer permitted / suggested for issuance of D & O 
trade license to shop holder Sri P. Venkatarathanam for running Tea & Tiffin in addition to cool 
drinks . 


In his report dt.24-1-2013 , the AV & SO , Sector No.3 , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , 
Tirumala mentioned that it is very congested shop and there is no place to prepare food items . While 
the matter stood thus , Sri T. Doraswamy Naidu and 2 others who are the licensees of neighbouring 
shops filed a writ petition vide W.P.No. 827 of 2013 in the Hon'ble High Court of Andhra Pradesh for 
directions not to convert the shop of Sri P. Venkatarathnam as fast food center . On 8-4-2013 a 
counter affidavit was filed by Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams stating that the request of Sri P. 
Venkatarathnam was only under examination and Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams would examine 
the request of the petitioners ( neighbouring shop holders ) without any discrimination . No interim 
directions were issued in the writ petition . Hence , it was ordered to call for objections from the Sri T. 
Doraswamy Naidu and 2 others , who filed writ petition . Accordingly , notices were issued to Sri T. 
Doraswamy Naidu and 2 others , but they did not submit their objections within stipulated time . The 
matter was referred to Devasthanams Law Officer seeking legal opinion . On 10-6-2014 , DLO opined 
that no allotment order can be passed till obtaining the objections of petitioners or else to wait till the 
disposal of the Writ petition . 


While the matter stood thus , in the year 2014 , the licensee Sri P. Venkatarathnam submitted 
a representation to the Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams Health Officer with a request to issue D & O 
trade license for sale of Tea & Tiffin instead of Fancy items and cool drinks . The representation of 
the licensee was processed through a note file bearing No.HE5 / 135 / HO / TTD / Tm1 / 2014 and the 
matter was referred to Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector being Estate Officer , Tirumala 
Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala at that time . 
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Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector was fully aware of all the above matters and also 
the fact that , the JEO , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , Tirumala is the competent authority to 
change trade license . Still he had the audacity to endorse in the aforementioned file on 28.11.2014 
that the licensee is requesting repeated times for change of trade as he is not having any livelihood 
and his request was also cleared long back by Vigilance / Health / Fire Department and hence 
requested to order for change of trade to Tea & Tiffin . Basing on the above recommendation of Sri V. 
Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector , the then Health Officer , Tirumala Tirupati Devasthanams , 
Tirumala issued proceedings vide Roc.No.HE5 / 135 / HOTTTD / TML / 2014 dt.3-2-2015 permitting the 
licensee to carry out Tea & Tiffin business instead of Fancy items & Cool drinks business . 


Thus , Sri V. Devendra Reddy , Deputy Collector exhibited high - handedness , impropriety , 
abuse of his official position and callous attitude which is unbecoming of an employee of 
Government and thereby violated Rule 3 ( 1 ) , ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) of A.P.C.S ( Conduct ) Rules , 1964. Hence , 
the charge .
